I heve a call in to Sprague. §e has not returned it. may recall 
whether auch footage is included in the “ibrary of Congrees material. I now 
regret not having taken the time to go into it myself. Once I discovered it was 
there, I turned it over to Dick. Be spent about two hours there. We than planned 
to go there together, but it hasn’t happened. I do not hove a copy of the NBC 
book. If you have it, would you please check and see if they refer to eny such 
footage on the net? It might provide us with a clue. Bemember, the book was 
composed when the line was set. I doubt the script would include a description 
of what "‘re. T says she sew if the soundtrsek and film support her. But the 
raw footage might hsve it. i-t least, we might be able to reach e definitive 
answer and not leave this hanging. 

In talking to a photographer, it Might be a good idee, if he does 
not seize upon it, to wait until the end and Just before you finish talking to 
him ask him aboutxthe cauliflower ear. -Photographers note individual character- 
istics more readily than others, for they seek such things in their pictures.
